Under  Miss  Sanford’s  able  supervision,  our  library  has  reached  great 
proportions.  After  our  high  school  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1948,  all  the  fiction, 
biographies,  and  short  stories  that  were  salvaged  could  be  placed  on  one  shelf. 
Now  there  are  more  than  7000  volumes  of  fiction,  biographies,  and  reference  books. 
We  have  550  volumes  of  biography,  275  dictionaries,  encyclopedias,  and  atlases, 
and  over  2000  volumes  of  fiction.  This  year  the  students  have  had  access  to  eighty- 
five  magazines.  Forty-eight  of  these  magazines  were  used  in  the  various  depart¬ 
ments,  and  thirty-seven,  in  the  study  hall. 

Our  library  has  improved  not  only  in  quantity  but  in  quality.  During  sum¬ 
mer  vacations,  our  librarian  has  spent  hours  in  selecting  the  best  books  for  high 
school  students.  Miss  Sanford’s  thorough  training  in  the  classics  has  made  her 
doubly  valuable  as  an  efficient  librarian.
